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Only God knows the answer

Mommy, why did God do 
this?" Six-year-old Angel 
Cramer's mother couldn't an- 
swer that question on the 
morning of February 23, 1998. 
No one else could either. 

Mrs. Cramer's home in the 


Lakeside Estates neighborhood - 


near Orlando lay in-shambles 
following a night of severe 
weather. Yét, at least the 
Cramers were alive. Forty-two 


of their neighbors had not. been | 


a8 fortunate. 

Those 42 people were killed 
and more than 260 others in- 
jured as a series of El Nino-dri- 
ven ‘storms scoured central 
Florida. It was the deadliest 
tornado outbreak in state his- 
tory. 

Now, four months later, offi- 
cials can spell out what hap- 
pened that tragic Sunday 
night. 

“The atmosphere over east- 
central Florida Was primed for 
a devastating severe weather 
outbreak,” begins a just com- 
pleted study by the National 
Weather Service. 

The exhaustive report, which 
includes interviews with hun- 

` dreds of eyewitnesses, confirms 
that seven tornadoes roared 
through the area, including 
three F3 tornadoes, 

An F3 tornado on the Fujita 
Tornado Intensity Scale pro- 
duces winds of at least 158 
mph and as high as 206 mph. 
“The tornadoes were unusually 
strong for the area,” said the 
report. 

While Florida ranks third in 
tornado frequency in the Unit- 
ed States, most of our twisters 
are weak, with winds less than 
100 mph. An F3 tornado is rare 
in Florida. It's the kind of 
twister more likely to be found

in Texas Oklahoma or Kansas. 

The first F3 twister formed. 
in rural eastern Lake County 
at 11;41-p.m. Initially, this tor- 
nado was not very destructive 
until it moved into western Or- 
ange County. It “severely hit 
Winter Garden and Ocee,” says 
the report. “Along the path of 
this tornado, there were 13 
deaths, 36 injuries and damage 
or destruction to more than 625 
structures," 

The third F3 dropped from 
the sky at 12:40 a.m. in north- 
west Osceola County, just 
southwest of Kissimmee, and 
moved northeastward for 38 
miles. Twenty-five people were 
killed, 150 others were injured 
and:.1,000 structures were 
damaged or destroyed 

The report says that this tor- 
nado was the strongest of the 


‘seven, with winds approaching 


200 mph. 

Yet, curiously these torna- 
does were not very big. The re- 
port found the twisters pro- 
duced a path 50 to 100 yards 
wide in most places. The 
widest damage areas in. the 
paths of the tornadoes were ap- 
proximately 200 yards.

Waste asphalt doesn't pollute 
groundwater, UF researchers say

Old asphalt scraped off roads does not "bleed 
toxins into groundwater and is safe tó use as 
construction fill, according to tests by Universi- 
ty of Florida engineers. 

The tests were spurred in part by fears that 


„Piles of.old asphalt at asphalt plants were 


allowing toxins into the environment, said Tim 
Townsend, an assistant professor of environ- 
mental engineering sciences. 

They were also spurred by new federal regula- 
tions calling for reducing.the amount of old 
asphalt recycled into new roads, likely raising 
the need for alternative ways to dispose of it, 
said Allan Brantley, a recent environmental - 
engineering sciences-graduate. . 

“If I dig a hole and it has water in it, can I use 
this material as back fill - is it à clean fill?,” 
said Brantley, who conducted tbe tests as part 
of his master's thesis on tlie subject.

A high 
LDL level increases the chance 
of heart disease. According to

up with other bloodborne chem- 
icals and adheres to the walls of

clogging substance. The higher 
the LDL level in the*blood, the 
higher the risk of heart disease. 

Then theres VLDL or very- 
low-density lipoprotein. This 


~ type of cholesterol is manufac- 


tured by the liver to transport 
fatty substances through the 
body. VLDL also transports 


“LDL so the higher the VLDL 
level, the more LDL the liver 
can produce. So it can con- 
tribute to higher.levels of the 
"bad" kind. 

According to the American 
Heart Association, an ideal 
total serum cholesterol reading 
is 200 milligrams per deciliter. 
A reading of 200 to 239 is bor- 
derline. Anything over 240 is 
considered "at risk." 

It is possible for a person to 
have too little cholesterol. 
According to "The Nutrition 
Bible," researchers now believe 
that people with cholesterol 
levels below 160 are at greater 
risk for liver cancer and brain

these raise the "good" choles- 
terol levels. The best is olive 
cil, Canola and peanut oil are 
“also good. Since each of these 
oils has a different flavor, the 
trio provides plenty of variety 
for cooking. Olive oil is good for 
cooking vegetables or dishes 
with Italian spices. Canola oil 
can be used in baking or sweet 
dishes. Peanut oil lends itself 
well to Oriental dishes. 


Nutrition experts used to' 


promote polyunsaturated oils 
as healthy, but recent research 
indicates these may increase 
the chance of cancer. So stick 
with the olive oil.

foods that have no cholesterol.

To lower the “bad” and raise 
the “good” cholesterol levels,

gests losing weight, swearing 
off cigarettes and taking lots of 
vitamin C. 

And those who enjoy an occa- 
sional alcoholic drink, you 
might want to note that con- 
suming one alcoholic beverage 
per day can raise your “good” 
cholesterol level. That's one 
drink. There is no health bene- 
fit from additional consump- 
tion.
